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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: a) the 35 USC 103 rejections are maintained for 
reasons of record in the Office Action mailed 2/26/03, Ppaer No. 25; b) Applicant argues, "the Examiner still has not established that all of 
the elements of the instant claims are taught or suggested by O'Neill, among them the Theological and MW properties". This argument is 
not persuasive. The Examiner respectfully points out that a compound and its properties are inseparable (In re Papesch, 315 F.2d 381, 
137 USPQ 43 (CCPA 1963). Thus, since O'Neill teaches the same compounds as that of the instant invention, they must have the same 
MW and they must impart the same viscosity to a composition. Applicant argues, "O'Neill further discloses that many different acids, 
diols, and monomers containing a -S03M group attached to an aromatic nucleus may be used in formulating polyesters, but does not 
disclose Theological properties for these possible combinations". This argument is not persuasive. The Examiner respectfully directs 
Applicant to Example 1 of O'Neill which specifically teaches the compound instantly claimed. Again, the Examiner reminds Applicant that 
since the compound is the same, the properties must be the same. 
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
